World  news  flashes  . . . 

Macmillan  ready  for  summit  with  K 


LONDON  (UPI)  — Prime 
Minister  Harold  Macmillan  told 
Soviet  Premier  Nikita  Khrush- 
chev in  a personal  letter  today 
that  he  was  ready  to  meet  him 
at  the  summit  “fairly  soon”  af- 
‘ ter  the  start  of  the  18-natio.n  dis- 
armament conference  in  Geneva 
on  March  14. 

Macmillan  told  Khrushchev 
that  a summit  conference 
“might  be  fruitful”  if  the  Gen- 
eva conference  were  making 
satisfactory  progress  or,  alter- 
nately, if  it  were  threatened 
with  deadlock. 

The  British  letter  was  in  re- 
ply to  Khrushchev’s  message  of 
Feb.  22,  in  which  the  Soviet 
leader  insisted  that  the  Geneva 
conference  be  opened  by  the 
heads  of  governments  of  the  18 
nations  involved. 

Macmillan  drafted  his  reply 
personally  during  the  weekend 
after  close  consultations  with 
Kennedy,  who  made  a similar 
reply  yesterday. 

Foreign  Office  spokesman 
John  Russell,  releasing  the  let- 
ter, said  it  was  “virtually  identi- 
cal in  substance”  to  Kennedy’s 
reply. 

But  the  two  letters  showed 
certain  differences  in  phrasing. 
Macmillan’s  reply  specifically 
stated  that  the  summit  might  be 
“fruitful”  if  the  Geneva  confer- 
ence is  threatened  with  dead- 
lock. 

Kennedy’s  letter,-  by  contrast, 
said  that  a summit  should  be 
reserved  "until  a later  stage  in 
the  negotiations  when  certain 
preliminary  work  has  been  ac- 
complished.” 

The  message  mentioned  no 
specific  dead  line  for  a summit. 


Violence  erupts 

ALGIERS,  ALGERIA  (UPI) 
— Europeans  fighting  to  keep 
Algeria  French  touched  off  an 
hour  of  slaughter  around  Al- 


giers University  today  in  which 
15  persons  were  killed  and  a 
number  of  others  wounded. 

Terrorists  believed  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Secret  Army  Organi- 
zation (OAS)  pulled,*guns  from 
beneath  their  clothes  and  cut 
down  Algerian  natives. 

The  killings  started  at  Algiers 
University  where  Moslem  stu- 
dents went  on  strike  this  morn- 
ing to  protest  a similar  wave  of 
violence  by  Europeans  in  which 
20  persons  were  killed  last  Sat- 
urday. 


Castro  turns  up  (darn  it!) 

HAVANA  (UPI)  — Premier 
Fidel  Castro  made  his  first  pub- 
lic appearance  in  13  days  here 


last  night  and  introduced  the 
“fourth  strike”  to  Cuban  base- 
ball. 

Last  night  the  Premier 
showed  up  at  Havana’s  Latin 
American  Stadium  for  a ball 
game. 

After  the  first  game  in  a 
double-header  Castro  went  down 
on  i the  field  to  take  a turn  at 
bat. 

When  the  umpire  called  the 
third  strike  on  the  Premier,  Cas- 
tro promptly  proclaimed  he 
could  not  be  called  out  without 
swinging.  The  pitcher  tossed  an- 
other and  Castro  hit  a grounder 
to  right  field. 

Of  Castro’s  actions  of  the 
past  13  days,  there  has  been  no 
account  given. 


Court  repeats  traffic  rules

Continued  misconceptionss  about  traffic  regulations 
have  prompted  members  of  the  Student  Traffic  Appeals 
Court  to  re-emphasize  some  laws. 

“Red  zones  require  no  signs  to  illustrate  prohibitive 
parking,”  explained  Dave  Harmer,  chairman. 

FURTHER,  the  speed  regulation  on  peripheral  roads 
is  not  a BYU  ruling  but  rather  a state  law,  Harmer  said. 
The  speed  limit  on  roads  surrounding  schools  in  the  State 
of  Utah  is  20  miles  per  hour. 

In  addition,  Harmer  said,  University  parking  permits 
are  required  to  park  legally  on  these  peripheral  roads. 

To  appeal  a ticket,  the  bond,  or  the  amount  of  the  ticket, 
must  be  paid  first  at  the  Cashier’s  Office  in  the  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg. 

IF  THE  STUDENT  desires  to  appeal  the  traffic  fine, 
he  must  make  an  appointment  for  court  appearance.  This 
appointment  can  be  scheduled  in  A-31  Administration  Bldg. 
(Honor  Council  Office). 

However,  a student  must  appeal  a ticket  within  seven 
days  after  receiving  the  ticket,  he  warned.  This  one-week 
appeal  period  also  counts  the  day  the  ticket  was  received. 

With  an  appointment,  the  student  may  then  appeal  the 
ticket  in  Student  Appeals  Traffic  Court  on  Monday  even- 
ings in  155  Knight  Bldg. 

“No  one  may  appear  before  the  court  without  an  ap- 
pointment,” Harmer  said.

To  put  your  name  on 
tition  asking  the  resumption  of 
nuclear  testing  seems  an  at- 
tempt to  cry  out  against  the  bel- 
ligerent stresses  of  today,  “I’m 
tough!” 


EDITOR’S  NOTE — The  following  was  written  to  Jack  Batcheler, 
Universe  Forum  Critic,  in  response  to  his  critiaue  of  Dr.  Edward  M. 
Teller’s  speech  Feb.  19. 


According  to  the  Editor’s  note  which  headed  your  col- 
umn I wish  to  contribute  to  the  discussion  about  Dr.  Tell- 
er’s speech.  Not  all  that  I write  may  really  refer  to  what 
Dr.  Teller  said,  however.  , r ■ 

I do  not  criticize  the  appeasement  of  Chamberlain,  nor 
do  I criticize  the  mistakes  which  Roosevelt  and  his  associ- 
ates  made  (of  which  we  now  with  hindsight  seem  to  be 
acutely  aware) . .1  believe  they  did  the  best  they  knew  how 
to  do  with  the  limited  knowledge  of  future  outcomes  which 
they  had  at  the  time. 

' IF  IT  WAS  a mistake  not  to  go  into  Hungary  or  with 
full  force  into  Cuba,  I prefer  to  let  by-gones  be  by-gones 
here  as  well.  We  now  know  what  we  know.  It  is  of  supreme 
importance  that  we  act  in  the  future  according  to  what  we 
now  know  about  the  inevitable  course  of  appeasement  and 
other  unfortunate  attitudes. 

My  convictions  are  the  result  of  a combination  of  all 
that  has  transpired  through  the  past  several  decades  and  my 
own  scale  of  values.  I believe  in  negotiations  in  which  we 
take  care  to  say  only  what  we  intend  to  carry  out  to  the  best 
of  our  ability.  I believe  in  trying  to  understand  the  other 
fellow’s  point-of-view.  I believe  literally  that  this  planet  is 
intended  by  the  Almighty  to  become  a righteous  planet,  and 
like  Brigham  Young,  I believe  that  we  as  stewards  here  are 
a moratorium  on  bomb  testing  in  good  faith.  We  were  be- 
believe  in  having  done  what  needs  to  be  done.  We  declared 

I believe  that  the  Capitalism  of  one  hundred  years  ago 
is  as  outmoded  as  the  dodo,  and  that  present  day  Capitalism 
is  but  temporary. 

ON  THE  OTHER  HAND,  T believe  in  the  sanctity  of 
the  individual  under  a common  law  which  makes  no  provis- 
ion for  the  toleration  of  dictatorship,  of  the  Proletariate,  of 
the  white  race,  or  of  any  other  select  group.  I believe  in  the 
following  kind  of  Patriotism,  to  wit:  that  I am  willing  to 
suffer  and  if  needs  be  to  die  for  the  kind  of  evolving  dem- 
meant  to  do  the  utmost  according  to  our  abilities  to  help  it 
to  become  a righteous  planet. 

ocracy  which  is  developing  under  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

I presume  that  I have  a singular  advantage  over  Mr. 
Khrushchev,  and  over  many  other  people  inasmuch  as  I 
believe  in  the  continuance  of  the  intelligent  spirit  after  death 
of  the  body  and  in  the  literal  resurrection  of  the  body  again, 
pretty  well  to  appear  again  as  now.  This  is  why  I will  be 
willing  to  risk  my  life  personally  on  the  battlefield  for  that 
in  which  I believe. 

The  greatest  reason  why  I would  calmly  slay  the  in- 
vader is  because  I will  to  have  my  children  have  the  same 
advantages  of  freedom  as  I have  had.  I would  rather  be 
dead  than  Red.  I would  rather  my  children  be  dead  than 
Red.  I will  defend  their  lives  as  long  as  I have  breath. 

I BELIEVE  IN  HOLDING  the  door  open  for  the  Com- 
munists to  repent.  I believe  in  taking  a stand,  however.  I 
trayed.  Let  us  do  what  needs  to  be  done. 

So  what  if  it  increases  leukemia?  The  Reds  are  gamb- 
ling that  we  are  afraid  to  add  to  the  atmospheric  contam- 
ination. Let  us  not  forget  that  their  children  and  their 
adults’  can  get  leukemia  too.  Let  them  become  frightened 
for  a while,  for  a change. 

Let  us  do  what  needs  to  be  done.  Death  of  the  body  is 
temporary.  Illness  of  the  body,  if  necessary,  can  be  a sac- 
rifice which  God  will  acknowledge  as  having  been  made  in

BYU’s  temperamental  basket- 
ball machine  hit  on  all  four 
cylinders  for  the  first  time  this 
year  Saturday  but  still  couldn’t 
get  over  “The  Hill.” 

Bill  (the  Hill)  McGill  turned 
into  an  unsurmountable  moun- 
tain, broke  three  individual  rec- 
ords, and  led  the  Racin’  Red- 
skins into  first  place  with  a 
106-101  victory  over  the  Cats 
who  haven’t  looked  better  this 
year. 

Two  other  marks,  the  largest 
combined  points  — 207  for  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse,  compared  to 
192  set  by  BYU-Miami,  Dec. 
10,  1960,  and  the  most  field  goals 


Twelve  down  and  two  to  go 
as  the  long  countdown  for  the 
Kittens  continued  in  quest  of 
another  undefeated  season  fol- 
lowing their  scalping  of  the 
Utah  Papooses,  91-84. 

The  game  started  out  like  it 
was  going  to  be  all  BYU  as  the 
. Kittens  roared  to  an  11-2  ad- 
vantage when  the  Indians  called 
a time  out.  The  Popooses  held 
the  lead  briefly  at  26-22,  with 
seven  minutes  hemaining  in  the 
period,  but  the  Kittens  came 
back  to  take  the  lead  they  were 
never  to  lose  the  remainder  of 
the  game.  At  the  half,  the  score 
was  44-38. 

AFTER  THE  break,  the  Kit- 
tens grew  uncommonly  cold  and 
the  ’Pooses  took  advantage  of 
this  to  knot  the  score  at  44  all. 
Almost  four  minutes  went  by 
before  the  Kittens  could  hit  a 
shot  as  Kent  Butler  came  on  for 
ailing  Lou  Andrus  and  hit  a 
jumper  to  send  tfye  Kittens 
ahead. 


scored  in  one  game,  also  fell  by 
the  wayside  in  the  thriller. 

The  feature  attraction  of  the 
night  for  the  sellout  crowd  of 
10,434  was  McGill’s  attack  on 
the  record  books.  The  nation’s 
leading  scorer  with  the  magic 
hands  crammed  in  60  points  on 
27  of  38  field  attempts  and  an- 
other six  of  eight  charity 
throws. 

The  sizzling  sixty  broke  his 
old  mark  of  53  set  against  Den- 
ver three  weeks  ago,  and  Cou- 
gar Dave  Eastis’  1960  mark  of 
21  field  goals. 

BYU  forward  Bob  Skousen 
also  saw  his  Smith  Fieldhouse 
record  of  47  set  against  UCLA 
Dec.  2,  erased  by  the  Los  An- 
geles senior. . 

The  only  thing  that  McGill 
didn’t  do  well  was  keep  close 
enough  watch  on  Cat  center 
Bruce  Burton,  who  along  with 
Skousen  collected  27  points 
apiece  to  keep  BYU  close  behind 
the  Utes  all  the  way. 

Unpredictable  Skousen  played 
the  hest  game  of  the  season  and 
two  of  his  baskets  came  after 
he  had  picked  himself  up  from 
the  floor,  fought  through  a 
group  of  players,  and  let  loose 
with  his  jumper. 

Burton  also  collected  17  of  51 
Cat  rebounds,  the  only  depart- 
ment the  Cats  edged  the  Utes 
in. 

Although  BYU  led  the  Utes 
three  times,  their  46  per  cent 


field  average  and  62  per  cent 
from  the  free  throw  line, 
couldn’t  equal  the  Utes’  59  per 
cent  and  77  per  cent. 

McGill’s  points  came  mostly 
from  his  famous  jump-hook  and 
jumpers,  but  he  did  manage  to 
hit  with  some  beautiful  long 
shots,  and  broke  Skousen’s  rec- 
ord with  a foul  toss  with  eight 
minutes  to  go. 

He  had  scored  32  by  the  half 
mark  when  Utah  led  50-45. 

In  addition  McGill  passed  off 
to  teammates  Bo  Crain  and 
Doug  Moon  who  followed  with 
13  and  11  points.  Moon  also 
fouled  off,  as  did  Skousen  in  the 
last  minute. 

The  inconsistent  officials  also 
called  technical  fouls  on  Skou- 
sen and  guard  Bob  Wilson  who 
protested  what  he  claimed  was 
“goaltending”  by  McGill. 

Jim  Kelson  and  guard  Gary 
Batchelor  chipped  in  with  21 
and  11  points  and  Ron  Cteinke. 
another  eight  for  the  Cougars 
vyho  found  it  difficult  to  pass 
the  century  mark  and  still  lose. 

BYU  concludes  its  1962  sea- 
son with  game  at  Denver  and 
New  Mexico  this  weekend.
